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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Based on the disclosure of Yoshioka et al, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to have consolidated diverse conventional treatment stations into a single mainframe, 
to thereby reduce the overall complexity of the system for treatment of semiconductor wafers. Utilizing convenitonal treatment stations is 
not considered by the Examiner ^to be patentably distinct from the prior art. Applicant's argument that Uzoh et al does not teach a 
structure is not found persuasive because Applicant has not claimed a specfic structure for the thermal anneal chamber. As such, the 
claimed inveniton is deemed to Utilize conventional thermal anneal chambers. Since Uzoh et al do not teach specfic structures for 
performing the annealing treatment, Uzoh et al would have been considered by one of ordinary skill in the art to also have utilized 
conventional theremal anneal chambers. It is deemed that one of ordinary skill in the art was aware that an annealing chamber was 
necessary for performing the step of annealing. It is noted that Applicant has filed a petition to add a priority claim. Since all of Yoshioka 
et al, Bleck et al, Shinbara and Uzoh et al would still be considered prior art even with Applicant's asserted new effective filing date, the 
basis for the reejction of claims 15 and 20 stand irregardless of whether or not the petition is granted. 
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
